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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3, 6-8, 27-35 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding to claims 1 , 27, Humphreys (US 6,724,265) teaches compensation 
for oscillator tuning gain variations in frequency synthesizers; Pham (US 6,952,124) 
teaches PLL circuit with self adjust tuning; Gauthier et al (US 2003021 5041 ) teaches 
method and apparatus to store delayed lock loop bias parameter; Myono (US 
6,437,637) teaches charge pump circuit and control method thereof; Kawai (US 
20060049867) teaches charge pump circuit; Hirst (US 6,563,726) teaches synchronous 
bride rectifier. The teaching of the prior art either combined or alone fails to teach a 
second switch comprising a second state opposite from said first state, the second 
switch coupled to an anode of the output diode, wherein the second switch is configured 
to provide a charge up current to the output diode when the second state comprises an 
ON state, wherein the first switch is coupled to a capacitance configured to hold a bias 
when said the second state comprises the ON state, wherein the output diode is 
configured to provide the charge up current to an offset current. 

Dependent claims 2, 3, 6-8, 28-35 is allowable for the same reason.
